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WALTER JOHNS TO RETIRE 
FROM TEACHING 


WALTER JOHNS, who returned to teaching 
when he stepped down from the presidency of 
,the University in 1969, has decided to retire 
from his position as Professor of Classics. He 
will continue as chairman of the University 
Bequest Committee and as a member of the 
Archives Committee. 
Dr. Johns will also have more time to devote 
to the book he is writing on the history of the 
, University, which covers the years between 
1906, when the first Legislature at its first 
session passed an Act authorizing the estab- 
lishment of a university, and 1969. He has 
already reached chapter 13 which describes the 
last half of the presidency of ROBERT NEWTON 
(1942-1950) and the building boom of the 
years following the Second World War. 
President MAX WYMAN has said of Dr. Johns 
that “he was the last of the universalists, the 
last man who at one time knew every facet of 
the operations of the University.” He joined 
the staff here in 1938 as Lecturer in Classics 
after a period on staff at Waterloo College in 
Ontario. He had received his doctorate from 
Cornell University in 1934. His presidency, 
*from 1959 to 1969, covered the years of the 
University’s most spectacular growth, in 
numbers of buildings, in enrolments, and in 
_ Stature among Canadian universities.

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS OFFERS TRAVEL GRANTS 

The Department of External Affairs will 
assist university professors who are Canadian 
citizens and who have been invited by a foreign 
university to teach for a given period, by 
paying the cost of the return economy air fare. 
Should the period last for a full academic year, 
an additional travel grant may be offered to 
cover the air fare of the wife of the university 
professor and of any dependent children. 

These grants will be awarded on the basis of 
a competition and all applications will be 
examined by a selection committee meeting 
three times a year. Deadlines for the 
submission of applications will be October 1, 
February 1, and May 1. 

The terms of eligibility are: Canadian 
nationality; invitation by a foreign university 
or equivalent institution to teach a subject for 
a period of at least one month; and recom- 
mendation by the dean of the applicant’s 
faculty (or equivalent).
